WOODRUEE: "MRS. CARTER REFUSED TO ACCUSE THE GOVERNMENT

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ROSALYNN CARTER: "THIS CONCERNS A DETERMINATION THAT I'M

WOODRUEE: "THE UNIVERSITY HERE IN BRASILIA HAS BEEN SHUT 
DOWN DURING MRS. CARTER'S VISIT. SHE SPENT MORE THAN AN 
HOUR MEETING WITH BRAZIL'S PRESIDENT, EORMER GENERAL ER- 
NESTO GEISEL. THEY HAD A CUSTOMARY EXCHANGE OE GIETS BE- 
EORE THEY BEGAN THEIR DISCUSSION. THERE'S A GREAT DEAL
